Celehrated Murder Cnae neveraee by a 

Snprrm* Coort Uerlvlnn. 

El.KHART, Ind., Feb. IT.— Frank T. 
Heiidryx, who was conviuti^l of niunli".-- 
ing Edward Calkins by drowning, and 
who received a new trial by a dt'cision 
of the Rupt erne court reversing the case, 
has been returned to this county for 
trial, after a stay of nearly one year in 
the northern jtrison at Michi;;^aii City. 
In the spring of 1890 Frank Hendi-yx, 
who was . hen in the insurance business 
here, had Mr. Calkins soliciting for him. 
Calkins married a Mrs. Co llins, and tool; 
out a life insurance policy in favor of 
hor. Early in May. Calkus, Us wit'e 
and Hendryx went for a row on the 
river, and later in the day Mrs. Calkins 
and HeiKlryx returned with the story 
that the boat had capdsed and Calkin's 
was drowned. The river was dragged 
and the body recovered the same day. 

Later it was learned that Hendryx 
had previously bad OaUdns' insurance 
transferred to him. and suq>idon was 
aroused, but after a thorough investiga- 
tion thci e was not evidence enough to 
convict them. The matter apparently 
dropped. Hendryx went to Clucago and 
Mrs. Calkins to Michigan, but all the 
time Prosecutor State and Sheriff Crull 
were on the lookout. 

In the fall the sheriff went to ase lin. 
Calkins, and when he confnmtsd ner 
with the crime, she confessed ti^t she 
and Hendryx had gottm Calkins dmak 
and then pnshsd nbn fioai the boat, 
after which they went to tbe sheie and 
waded in the watsr so as to make it ap- 
pear that they bad bsen npset; tbea they 
went to town with the story as told.

correspondent saya that " chaos reign- 
ed" and "amid the wildest confusion" 
the Denny faction passed resolutions in- 
dorsing President Harrison's administra- 
tion. 

The Transcript describes it as follows : 
B. F. 8(oU called the meeting to order 
and asked B. R. Kaine to act as Secretary. 

Rev. Howard, pastor of tlie Pleasant 
Green Church, nominated Judge Geoige 
Denny for Cbaimaa and Leslie Combs 

nominated R. P. .Stoll for tho same posi- 
tion and then the devil was to pay. J. C. 
Jackson tried to orate for StoU but the 
man next to him could not hear a word 
he said. The cry went up all over the 
honse for Dedby and Stoll. Every man 
in the house was on'his feet and yelling 
for his favorite. Crowds rushed on the 
stage and the reporters' tables as well as 
the Secretary's table were ov«r>tiiRied, 
and men grabbed their bats and held bn 
to their watches and pocket bookH. Judge 
Denny called for a division of the iiouse 
and at the requett of Mr. StoU, Mr. 
Blaine triad to divide tho vote by putting 
the Stoll men on one side and the Denny 
taien on the other. This announcement 
turned the wlude house into an inde- 
scribable pandemonium. Dante's Infer- 
no eanitoi hold a light to such a scene. 
No one could tell where the devil was 
located or where the central aisle was lo- 
cated. The crowd surged to and fro and 
over two hundred men rushed to the 
stage. Mr. Blaine stood in the center of 
the footlights with t>oth hands up, look- 
ing as serene as a camp meeting revival- 
ist calling for moumen, while Judge 
Denny stood on Ida right, Mr. Stoll to 
his back and Kev. Mr. Howanl stood on 
his left waiving his hands to the left (the 
Penny side) an<l J. V. .Tncknon yelled to 
the boys to come over lu the n^\ii Hide. 
Postmaster Howard who was on the sta^e 
crowded to the front with hat in hand and 
exclaimed : ' We have got the majority 
and we intend to hold on to it.' Rev. Mr. 
Hovfard took off his glasses and waive<l 
his Mftlkaid io the boyriti fallln on the 
Denny side. Hiram Shaw, stood on a 
chair over on the Denny side of the stage 
and declared that Denny had two to 
Stoll 'h one. Finally Mr. Blaine decided 
that Mr. Stoll hail the majority. His 
decisibn made Rome fiowl and after that, 
not a word could be understood from any 
one, not even the liou voice of Kev. Mr. 
Howard could be heard tiiree feet from 
wlH5ro -lie Htood. 

" Finally the Rev. Dr. Hhackleford, who 
was near the stage, climbed over the piano 
and wfw lifted to the stage. He ()uieted 
thingf) for a second by iioldiug his hands 
up to the ceiling and calling on the con- 
voiilion to be 'juiet for a few seconds. 
He said the convention had evidently 
met to transact business, not a.s a howling 
mob, therefore he moved to adjourn. Hij> 
motion to adjourn threw everything into 
confusion again and the old man wus 
assisted to his position on the floor, 
where be wss lost in the coftaomme. 
After Dr. Sliacklefi.rd rctiri'd, 
Howard proceeded to read the proceed- 
ings of the meeting, but no one could 
tiiid(;rHt.md a word he .said. The reporters 
deserted the stage and took pusitioiiH in 
front of the three speakers, Denny, Stoll 
and Howard, but they could only catch a 
few aentencos and had to form a combi- 
nation in order to get a correct report of 
the proceedings. 

"An old colored man by the name of 
Scott Jones stepped down from the stage 
and edged his way to a Transcript re- 
porter to tell him that he'and two other 
men had lo«t their pintols. Jones stated 
that his pistol cost him $10 aud George 
Johnson's pistol cost him $15. He did 
not know the name of the other man 
who lost a fine pistol. Joties stated to tho 
reporter 'kbat 'the hOosfr iHw Ynll of 
burglars. 

"Some one raised the Indian war 
whoop and the lights went out. Some 
one fltmck a match on the Btag<i and 
Judge Denny signed the proceedings as 
Chairman and Jack Sheehan signed as 
Secretary. The crowd started for the 
door and the lights were tunned on in 
order to give the boys a chance to get 
out 

"There were about 1,800 people in tho 
hoiiae and such another meeting was 



never held in the United States. It was 
generally conceded by unbiased lookers 
on, that Judge Denny had a malo'lty on a 
square count of at least 280."

Tarlton, of Frankfort, district delegatec.
